CONGRESSIONAL PROCEEDINGS. 

IN the Senate, on the 7th, Senator Rhoup*‘ 
of Idaho, drew the term ending in 1896 and 
Mr. McConnell that ending March next. The 
conference report on the Urgent Deficiency 
bill was agreed to. The bill for education in 
Alaska was discussed, but not disposed of. 
The Financial measure was then discussed 
Messrs. Daniel, Plumb and Hiscock speak. 
ing at length...... In the House some minor 
military measures were passed and the de- 
bate of the Shipping bill was continued. 

IN the Senate, on the 8th, notice was given 
by Messrs. Platt and Allison of their inten- 
tion to call up at an early day the Copyright 
and Lard bills. House bills were passed for 
public buildings as follows: Akron, O., $75,- 
000; Charleston, 8. C.,an increase of $50,000; 
Savannah, Ga., $400,000 additional appropria- 
tion, and Davenport, Ia., $100,000. Senate 
bill to provide a patrol steamer on St. Mary’s 
river, in Michigan,was also passed. An agree- 
ment was reached by which gencral debate 
on the Financial bill will be closed on the 
13th and a vote taken the following day....In 
the House the bill authorizing the issuance 
of certificates of service to telegraph opera- 
tors with the Union army in the late war was 
passed. The House refused to pass a resolu- 
tion limiting debate on the Shipping Dbill,and 
discussion of it continued until adjournment, 
Mr. Grosvenor speaking in favor of it. 

IN the Senate, on the vth, House bill to re- 
lieve Major Wham and House bill providing 
an additional associate justice of the Su- 
prewe Court of Arizona were passed. Mr. 
Blackburn and Mr. Morgan addressed thé 
Senate on the Financial biil..... In the House 
the bill to authorize Oklahoma City to issue 
bonds forarailroad right of way through 
the city was passed. The entire afternocn 
was spent debating (without action) a bill 
for the relief of the Citizen's Bank of Louis- 
iana. Anight session was held devoted to 
private pension bills. 

In the Senate, on the 10th abill was passed 
extending the time for entry of lands 
under the Forfeiture bill of last session. 


The report on the bill to. carry 
out the act to divide the Sioux Reser- 
vation was agreed to. Debate on the 


Financial bill was continued, Mr. Morgan 
concluding his speech...... In the House the 
Army Appropriation bill was debated at 
length without action. Eulogies on the late 
Representative Walker, of Missouri, con- 
sumed much of the afternoon. 

IN the Senate,on the 12th, a number of peti 
tions were presented; several reports from 
committees were submitted and a number 
of bills of minor importance passed. At 
two o'clock the Senate proceeded with the 
consideration of the Financial bill, Messrs. 
Allen, Cockrell and Berry participating in 
the discussion in favor of free coinage...... 
In the Hoase a resolution was adopted forthe 
appointment of a special committee of five 
meémbers to investigate the ralieged con- 
fection of members of Congress in silver 
pools, and to inquire into the ownership of 
the 12,000,000 ounces of silver bullion which 
the United States is asked to purchase. The 
Consular and Diplomatic bill was reported 
and placed onthe calendar. The Ariny Ap- 
propriation bill was then taken up and dis- 
cussed without action. 


PERSONAL AND POLITICAL. 

SECRETARY BLAINE has opened corre- 
spondence with the Spanish Govern- 
ment, through the Minister Resident at 
Washington, in regard to the alleged 
indignities offered American mission- 
aries ‘on the Island of Ponape, Caroline 
group. by Spanish soldiers. 

HENRy IRVING, the actor, in a letter 
to the London Times, complains of the 
statement that the play ‘‘Ravenswood” 
is a failure as being groundless. ‘‘Ra- 
venswood,” he says, is still running at 
the Lyceum, although he varies the 
bill with tragedy and comedy in order 
to please the public taste. In a foot 
note the editor of the Times says Mr. 
Irving fails to mention the fact that 
“Ravenswood’is rendered but once a 
week. 

SENATOR QuAy has introduced an 
amendment to the Federal Elections

EMMA ABBOTT’S WILL. 


The Dead Prima Donna, by the Provisions 
of Her Will, Shows that in Life She was 
Mindful of the True Ministry of Wealth 
—After Providing for Her Immediate 
Relatives and Making Bequests to 
Friends and Churches, a liumber of 
Grand Charities are Made Residuary 
Logatees, Share and Share Alike. 

New York, Jan. 13.—The will of 
Emma Abbott, the opera singer, was 
filed for probate yesterday. The will 
was executed May 28, 1890, and names 
James L, Mitchell, V. Houghton and 
William F. Dunning as executors. She 
first directs that her body be tested by 
electricity to ascertain if life is extinct, 
and then to be cremated. She requires 
her executors to deposit enough money 
with the Farmers’ Loan & Trust Com- 
pany, to enable them to pay interest 
amounting to $400 per month to Seth 
Abbott, her father. 

In the United States Trust Company 
$100,000 is to be deposited, and from it 
her mother, Almira M. Abbott, is to be 
paid also $400 a month. Martha 4. 
Wetherell, mother of her deceased hus- 
band, is to get $1,000. Her brother, L. 
H. Abbott, gets $25,000; her brothers 
George II. and Frederick $25,000 each, 
and her sister, Mrs. Lizzie Abbott 
Clark, $25,000. 

Each of the children of the following 
persons gets $5,000: Leon Abbott, 
George H. Abbott, Mrs. Etta Clark (de- 
ceased) and Mrs. M. L. Wetherell. 
Van Houghton gets $10,000, and her 
secretary, D. A. Conside, $5,000. 

The following churches, where she 
says she enjoyed worship, get $5,000 
each; Congregational Church at Glou- 
cester, Mass.; Plymouth Church of 
Brooklyn; Brooklyn Tabernacle; Mad- 
ison-avenue Baptist Church; Fourth- 
avenue Presbyterian Church; Church of 
Divine Paternity, all of this city; Cita- 
del Square Baptist Church of Charles- 
town, 8.

WHITE-WINGED PEACE. 


it Looks as Though the Cruel War Might 
be Ended Without More Bioodshed 

Unless Some Luckiess Accident Pre- 

cipitates a Fight—The Indians Sullen], 

Marching Into Pine Ridge Agency, But 

They Will Have to Behave Themselves. 

PINE RipGE AGENCy,S. D., Jan. 12.- 
To-night it looks as though the Indian 
troubles would be ended to-morrow, 
and that without further bloodshed. 
The hostiles, with many warlike 
demonstrations and firing of rifles, have 
advanced to within about a mile of the 
agency, and General Miles confidently 
expects that by to-morrow night peace 
will reign at the agency. Scout Gour- 
ard reports that the savages are wild 
and growing more uneasy as they ap- 
proach the agency. They fear they 
are going to be swept off the face 
of the earth for the  deviltry 
they have committed. The crisis will 
be reached when the savages go into 
camp here. Then it will only takea 
spark to set off the whole magazine. 
Artillerymen were galloping through 
the camp to-day placing their heav; 
guns in more commanding positions. 
Every thing is now so arranged that any 
hostile demonstrations on the part of 
the savages will be met by a fire which 
will instantly crush them. This even- 
ing General Miles sent the following 
communication to Buffalo Bill who is 
in command of the Nebraska State 
troops. 

“TI am glad to inform you that the en- 
tire body of Indians are now camped 
near here, within a mile and a half. 
They show every disposition to comply 
with the orders of the authorities. 
Nothing but an accident can prevent 
peace being establshed, and it will be 
our ambition to make it of a permanent 
character. I feel that the State troops 
can now be withdrawn with safety, 
and desire through you to express to 
them my thanks for the confidence they 
have given your people in their isolated 
homes. Like information has this day 
been given General Colby.”

SOUTHERN GLEANINGS. 


Southern Prosperity. 

The Chattanooga Tradesman has ccm- 
piled statistics showing the growth and 
development of the Southern States in 
the past ten years. The figures are 
based upon reports sent by officials of 
each State. The summary shows won- 
derful growth in the Southern States in 
population, wealth, capital, railroads. 
manufactories, agriculture and educa- 
tion since the census of 1880 was taken. 

The increase in population has been 19.9 
per cent. the total now being 17,550,920, divid- 
ed as follows: Whites, 11,361,996; colored, 6,- 
194,924. The increase in the white popula- 
tion has been 26.2 per cent; in colored only 
10 per cent. There are 475,930 persons of 
Northern birth in the South against 240,385 
ten years ago. 

The assessed wealth is $3,844,057,164 and the 
actual wealth is estimated at $9,751,815,635. 
The State debts aggregate $96,460,126; county 
debts, $20,511,479; municipal debts, $66,800,748, 
Total public indebtedness, $183,872,333. The 
capital invested in the South during the 
decade reaches $2,339,170,000. The mileage 
of the railroads is 41,118 and the men em- 
ployed number 188,731. 

The number of manufacturing establish- 
ments is 56,714, with a capital of $651,483,800; 
hands employed, 537,086; value of products, 
$742,865,200. Of cotton-mills there are314. The 
value of cotton produced during the decade 
is $8,091,936,833 ; tobacco,$31,278,524; total value 
of all other farm products, $984,707,000. 
Amount given to negro education since the 
war, $56,181,370. Negroes at school, 1,012,029. 


A Sensational Suicide. 

Judge Wesley Brack, a highly edu- 
cated lawyer, and one of the leading 
citizens of Laurens County, Ga., com- 
mitted suicide the other night. About 
three months ago he disposed of all his 
property and determined to go to Texas. 
His wife, however, who was strongly 
attached to their old home, could not be 
induced to agree to go with him. This, 
it appears, troubled Judge Brack’s mind 
to a great extent. He began to indulge 
frequently in liquor, and at times was 
delirious with drink. He purchased a 
phial of morphine, and after going 
home and getting into bed he swallowed 
the entire contents. Death ensued be- 
fore the services of a physician could be 
secured.
